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1. ON JUNE 14 THE SECRETARY APPROVED A RECOMMENDATION 
THAT DAVID ABSHIRE PROPOSE A LONG-TERM LEASE (WITH 

A FALL-BACK POSITION OF A THREE- YEAR LEASE WITHOUT 
TERMINATION PROVISION), RATHER THAN THE THREE- YEAR 
LEASE RENEWAL THE SECRETARY HAD PROPOSED IN HIS LETTER

THE PROPOSAL I OUTLINED IN MY MESSAGE OE MARCH 22 TO YOU

ON THIS SUBJECT. SPECIFICALLY, IT HAS BECOME APPARENT 
THAT WE WILL BE UNABLE TO DEVELOP A VIABLE ALTERNATIVE 
TO THE RADIO LIBERTY TRANSMITTER SITE AT PALS 
WITHIN A THREE YEAR PERIOD. 
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—I HAVE PREVIOUSLY COMMUNICATED TO YOU THE IMPORTANCE 
THAT THE PRESIDENT AND I ATTACH TO THE CONTINUED 
OPERATION OF RADIO LIBERTY. I WOULD LIKE TO INVITE 
YOUR ATTENTION TO THE STRONG CONGRESSIONAL CONCERN 
IN THIS MATTER. SEVERAL KEY SENATORS IN RECENT DAYS 
HAVE PUBLICLY EXPRESSED THEIR INTEREST IN THE 
CONTINUED ABILITY OF RADIO LIBERTY TO BROADCAST 
FROM SPAIN. THE TRANSMITTER SITE IN SPAIN HAS BEEN 
AND REMAINS AN ESSENTIAL LINK FOR THESE VALUABLE 
BROADCASTS. WE HAVE EVERY REASON TO BELIEVE THAT 
THE PORTUGUESE GOVERNMENT WILL BE ABLE TO EXTEND THE 
LEASE IN THAT COUNTRY FOR SIMILAR TRANSMISSION FACILITIES 
FOR RADIO FREE EUROPE AND I HOPE THAT THIS PROSPECT 
WILL MAKE IT POSSIBLE FOR YOUR GOVERNMENT TO LEND ITS 
CONTINUED SUPPORT TO RADIO LIBERTY. 

—IN VIEW OF THE CHANGED CIRCUMSTANCES, I MUST NOW 
ASK YOU TO CONSIDER WHETHER YOUR GOVERNMENT COULD ACCEPT 
A LONG-TERM EXTENSION OF THE LEASE. WE WILL CONTINUE TO 
MAKE OUR BEST EFFORTS TO FIND A SUITABLE SITE OUTSIDE 
SPAIN FOR EVENTUAL RELOCATION BUT WE CANNOT BE CERTAIN 
OF SUCCESS IN THIS REGARD. YOU MAY BE ASSURED THAT 
WE WILL CONTINUE TO WORK CLOSELY WITH YOU IN ORDER 
TO PRESENT THE OUTOCME OF THESE DISCUSSIONS IN THE BEST 
POSSIBLE WAY TO OUR RESPECTIVE PUBLICS.
